Approximately one thousand German and Hungarian prisoners* 
of— war in November 1946. - By September 1948, the total number 
had been reduced to four hundred Germans. Prisoners were 
housed ‘in a stone building located within the tractor works. 
Specialists among the prisoners were given preferential treat- 
ment, especially in. the matters of food and freedom. 


The camp was equipped with a library which , provided the inmates 
with books, mostly political, and German newspapers from the 
Russian Zone which began to arrive in the summer of 1947. A 
mevie— W43 shown to the camp every four weeks. Some of the 
prisoners were permitted to take a three-month course at the 
political school of 'the ball-bearing works' FW camp. There was 
no apparent indication that completion of the course resulted 
in earlier release.
